Bank Discussed. 


The Virginia Enterprise of this 
morning has the following editorial: 
The Enterprise has not charged Mr. 
Crocket with depositing the funds ef 
* Bi in the Reno Savings Bank. 
It is the popular belief that he did 
so, but no newspaper in the State is 
that we are aware of, sure 
that such is the case. The pre- 
sumption, however, from Mr. §Crock- 
ett’s own showing, is strongly against 
him. If investigation shows him 
guiltless, the Enterprise will rejoice in 


nis innocence, and spare no pains to 


set him right before the people. 


That the State funds, on being 
counted, were found intact, does not 
acquit the State Treasurer of an un- 
lawful act if he did deposit money be- 
longing to the State in the bank. 
People will say ili-natured things 
about public officials, and, accepting 
Mr. Crockett’s statement that the 
money he took from the bank was the 
proceeds of checks given to the bank 
to be collected on behalf of the State, 
it does not look very well that these 
collections were intrusted to a bank 
at Reno in which the State Treasurer 
was interested.instead ofto the reliable 
banking and collection company of 
Wells, Fargo & Co., through their 
agency at the State Capital. This, of 
course, Mr.Crockett disposes of by say- 
ing that the Reno bank did not charge 
for the collections. This shows great 
liberality on the part of the Reno 
Savings Bank to the State of Nevada 
—almost as much liberality as its 
stockholders displayed to themselves 
when they pai 
in dividends from April 29, 1876, to 
January, 1880, on a paid-up capital 
of $30,000. 1

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Close of the Examination.

portunity of seeing a distinctive feat 
ure of California life. The vast fields 
of wheat are ripe and the work of de- 
capitation has begun. The rich yel- 
low heads are falling in golden show- 
ers, leaving fields of tall white stalks 
thut look like skim milk in contrast 
to those unharvested. The headers, 
with their huge revolving wheels, pro- 
pelled by invisible horses, look, on a 
front view, like runaway river steam- 
ers. 

I had a moment with Theodore 
Winters this morning at Sacramento. 
He says the time of the Nevada State 
Fair must be postponed a month if we 
are to have any running races. He 
does not say that the meeting should 
be postponed, but that it must be, and 


he does not speak in a dictatorial man- 
ner, but because he is impressed with 
the necessities of the case. His rea- 
sons are that our meeting comes on 
the same days with the Oakland meet- 
ing, where the members of the Pacific 
blood horse association have entered 
their stock. He thinks that our fair 
would not be very attractive without 
California horses. He does not think 
we have home horses enough to draw 
a crowd. The running horses are al- 
ready entered, and the trotters that 
the rounds of eleven district fairs 
will doubtless prefer te go to Oakland 
rather than cross the mountains te 
Reno and return at once for the Sac- 
ramento fair. The latter would be 
far more expensive and the advant- 
ages of attendance would be with 
Oakland, as it has an immense popu- 
lation to draw from. Then our ex- 
hibits of produce wiil be small. Fruits 
and vegetables will not be ripe. Farm- 
ers will be at their busiest season at 
the time set. Mr. Winters says Reno 
has as much bad weather the second 
week in September as it has the sec- 
ond week in October. 

In the matter of the Sacramento 
fair Mr. Winters said the trustees 
wanted 15 races for $3,000, one of 
them three in five, which is a hard 
race on horses and is not run any- 
where. He says they will have 2 trot- 
ing races a day but no running races 
at all. The only running race retain- 
ed in the programme is the 3 in 5 race 
which he says is an insult to the Paci- 
fic Coast Blood Horse Association. 

Mr. Winters said that the grasshop- 
pers ate every green thing on Truckee 
meadows and in Washoe Valley in 
1858 9 and were followed in 1860 by 
nearly as destructive swarms of crick- 
ets. 
Business in Sacramento is dull. 
Mr. Duck, formerly of Reno, and who 
has been in business in Sacramento 
for a year or two, is selling out to-day 
at auction. The weather this summer 
has been much cooler than in ordi- 
nary years.

The Homicide at the State Prison. 

The Carson Times of last evening 
gave the full particulars, so far as they 
could be ascertained, of the homicide 
at the State Prison yesterday. It ap- 


pears that John R. Darling, alias Rat- 
tlesnake Dick, and W. C. Chamber- 
lain had been quarrying stone together 
some 200 feet beyoud the prison walls, 
back of the Warm Springs, where 
they were out of sight ef guards and 
were entirely alone.
